Jacobson said most of the 
schools in Chinatown were safe be- 
cause they were reconstructed in 
1934 after the Fieldq Act was en- 
acted.“Why are we closing Com- 
modore Stockton Annex? We 
looked at the number of young- 
sters now living in Chinatown who 
attend school in Zone III. We ex- 
pect fewer 1975 youngsters since 
the birthrate has gone down and

The long battle against Cali- 
fornia schools adopting two “Ta- 
cially biased” textbooks,， “Voices 
of Latin Cultures and Ancient 
Civilizations”and “Voices of 
Emerging Nations， finally came 
to an end in January when the 
Board of Education's curriculum 
committee， after hearing testi- 
mony from ZoneII Council chair- 
woman Ruby ITom，ruled that 
they would recommend to the full 
board cancellation of the book 
Orders. 

Objections to the two Leswing 

books, that the tone is too ethno- 
centric and patronizing, the books 
an inaccurate View of the total 
world picture, and the jlustrations 
and photographs inaccurate, stere- 
otyping, and demeaning, were first 
raised by the Asian American 卫 du- 
cation Task Force and the educa- 
tion committee of the Mission 
Coalition Organization 1last June 
at a meeting of Principals and 
teachers held to select social stud- 
ies textbooks for the school dis- 
trict. ， 
Action came late in October in 
the form of a weak memo sent by 
the school district to inform teach- 
ers of the objections raised against 
the books and to recommend that 
they take these objections into 
consideration before ordering the 
books: 

Also at this time, the two educa- 
tion greups were told it was too 
late to cancel the orders and that 
the Board of Education did not 
have the power to do so. But a 


letter from State superintendent 
of education Wilson Riles stated 
that the board did indeed have the 
Power to cancel book orders. 

A final meeting with -the board's 
curriculum committee，consisting 
of Lucille Abrahamson, John 开 id- 
der，and Lee Dolson，finally 
brought about the cancellation of 
the books. Schools could only 
order the books on Presentation 
of their reasons to the committee. 
To date, all schools have canceled 
orders except for Benjamin Frank- 
lin Junior High School，which is 
in the process of re-evaluating the 
books. 

Ruby Tom，chairwoman of the 
Zone III Council, which represents 
19 elementary schools，remarked 
that this Victory sets a Precedent， 
since in the past.the school board 
has never Testricted the Use of 
textbooks. However，shbhe added 
that this action is not censorship， 
bnut the prevention of “mis-educa- 
tion.”

Most of the people who lived in 
Chinatown in the 40's have now 
Imoved out 一 Some to the outying 
districts and some to the suburbs. 
“The good old days”in China- 
town is still a favorite subject for 
those who grew up in the 40"s. 工 
would 1like to pass along some 
notes.on how we spent our leisure 
hours-. 

Chinatown had a little more rec- 
Feational space in the old days. 
了 Portsmouth Plaza was mostly lawn 
and childqren flew kites，played tag 
and hide and seek. 了 Even after dark 
the park was ahangout for young- 
sters. A _ favorite game was “com- 
mando. We stalked and threw 
“hand-grenades” (lumps of dried 
dirt) at each other in the dark. 
Only in daytime could one see the 
pattle scars 一 Jumps of dirt ,on 
park benches and pathways. We 
were not too popular with the 
gardener. 


An empty lot on Clay Street 
(now Commodore Stockton 
School) provided recreation of a 
different sort. The north side was 
steep and the clay soil was ideal 
for digging， Through the years 
Kids dug away until there was a 
Small cave to hide. We used to sit 
inside eating cho-cho?s. 


SWAM IN THE NUDE 


The Chinese playground looked 
about the same in those days. The 
tennis _ court was multi-purpose. 
Chinese School drill teams re- 
hearsed on it before the Parades， 
the YY boys played touch football 
on the courts.， Behind the club- 
house，tots had their own set of 
swings，a mini slide and a sand- 
box 一 very cozy， but perhaps just 
a bit too secluded 一 occasionally 
some kid would urinate in the 
sandbox- 


CHINATOWN IN THE 40:S 


The Chinese YMCA was the 
most popular institution in the 
40'sS.，There were billiard tables 
and newspaper reading on the 
main floor. Eree Imovies were 
shown every Saturday night.、 The 
club rooms were upstairs. Ciub 
leaders had a very high status， 
each having a large following. It 
was a comimon sight to see leaders 
carrying the small-frys piggyback 
wherever they went.、 Downstairs 
was the gym and the swimming 
Pool. The.Y was“males only”in 
those days and everyone swam in 
the nude.Occasionally a_new- 
coImer would swim with trunks. 
TI imagine he must have felt overly 
dressed. In the courtyard,， Russian 
baseball was the most popular 
Sport.、 This game was very similar 
to regular baseball except that 
volleyballs were used. We kicked 
the-ball instead of batting it. The 
best kicker，called“powerhouse” 
was saved for last in the line-up. 
No matter how careful he was, he 
always managed to Kick the ball 
to _ the rooftop of the Far 了 East 
Cafe. 


We didn't talk very much to girls 
in those days;i perhaps we were 
afraid of being labeled“sissy-” But 
by the time we reached high 
school，we were actively seeking 
dates and all labels went out the 
window. Dances were held mostly 
at the YWCA gym and from Joice 
Street one could hear the shuffling 
of feet to the music of Glenn 
Miller. 

There were lots of other things 
to do to keep us out of miscbief, 
At Bossie's we read the latest 
comic books but rarely bought 
them. On Stockton and Sacra- 
mento streets,， we searched for the 
baby alligator in the store window. 
The window swamPp was always 
polluted and finding the creature 
was not an easy task. Streetcars

days. We _ used to put large nails 
on the tracks so the streetcars 
would run over them. The nails 
became flat mini-swords. 
TOILET-TISSUE GUNS 

Mon Hop on-Stockton and Clay 
sold yo-yos，tops，and _ bamboo 
Popguns that shot wet toilet tis- 
sue. Also on the same block was 
Mrs. Lee's. She sold slush cups， 
frozen bananas and cantaloupes， 
and crispy noodjles. Today people 
still rave about Mrs. Lee's curry 
Potato-noodles，served on a card- 
board container for only 7 cents. 

On Washington and Powell was 
Margaret's，which sold one-cent 
Potato chip bags and hobby-craft. 
Behind the Chinese Hospital was a 
tiny Playground consisting of a 
seesaw and a carousel. School 
yards provided the best spots for 
Imarble games. All we needed was 
chbalk and a pocketful of marbles. 
All kids observed the unwritten 
rulei 1.e.，shooters may be ground 
to a rough texture. The spoken 
rule，“naba-ding down shot no 
ups” meant the shot had to be 
performed with the knuckles 
touching the ground.
